soil, by the aid of the most primitive of al) appliances, had exhausted the whole of the 
gold,” &c, ‘* These remarks are put forward to direct the attention to the fact that 
the yield of gold is gradually increasing in Australia,” &c. If the object of your cor- 
respondent is to draw the attention of the public to the metallic resources of Australia, 
he should be better eo than he appears to be with the facts of the actual state 
of thi to render his observations worth attention, 

The following official fi 8 will show that your correspondent has been misin- 
formed entirely on this su :—Victoria, in 1852, with two gold fields, and 60,000 
diggers, uced 4,247,657 ozs. of gold. For this year (1855), to the last date, with 
about 100,000 diggers, the product will be below 2,000,000 ozs. The value of the pro- 
ducts, in round numbers, of the years—1852, 14,000,000/.; 1853, 11,500,000/,; 1854, 
8,300,0007.; 1855, at the rate of 7,000,000/., with an increased digging population, and 
20 gold fields. Besides, gold digging and washing is now very different to what it 
was at thecommencement. Itis carried on much more systematically, with buddling 
and washing machines, also smal! steam-engines for pumping, &c. 

Yet, with all these important auxiliaries, the produce is gradually falling off, and 
many diggers find that the old diggings are getting much too poor to suit the present 
state of the colony. The produce of New South Wales is now so low as to render it 
unworthy of much notice. These few facts will show the necessity of more caution 
in making observations. The remarks on quartz specimens need no comment. 
have already stated, that I believe the annual produce of Victoria will not fall much 
below the value of 6,000,000/. for a few years, if the license fee be taken away, and 
pen granted to the industrious and systematic diggers to make reservoirs, &e. 

he great drawback in Australia is the want of water. Water companies may doa 

t deal of good in the gold fields, and would prevent the gold falling off so rapidly. 

f your correspondent can o_ a plan by which this desideratum can be effected, he 

would do a great service. The want of abundance of water, and not amalgamators, 
&c., is the cause of a large portion of the washing stuff being unavailable. 

To carry on any company with a chance of success, the management must be in the 
colony, with faithful and honest representatives in England. But how is this to be 
secured, and prevented from being rendered a private youve affair at home, disgust 
in the colony, and ruin to the shareholders? If Mr. Lewis can show how such dis- 
graceful things can be avoided, he may succeed in his object.

and call have never since been paid upon these 10,000 shares, 

The proposed undertaking being of an industrial character, of a perfectly bona fide 
nature, and much to be desiderated by the population of Amsterdam, appears to be 
in extremis. A meeting of the English shareholders, with the object of distributing 
the funds, but not of legally and effectually dissolving the company, is convened for 
to-morrow.

The South Australian Copper Mining Company have received despatches 
from Mr. Basset, dated Strathalbyn, Adelaide, April 1, from which the directors have 
prepared an interesting report. Mr. Basset, in answer to questions sent out by the 
directors, states—** Firstly, that the present ore of lead is but the gossan back of (I 
have no doubt) a much larger deposit of the ordinary ‘galena,’ or sulphuret, which 
the lode will make in depth, and which, when laid open, would be raised ata different 
cost, and in a different manner, from this carbonate; and, secondly, that the great 
expense of the present cost is occasioned by the necessary buildings, dead work, &c., 
which work would soon be much reduced, and which ought, therefore, not to be taken 
into this calculation. With regard to the ore, there are, as I have informed you, 
about 800 or 1000 tons at present laid open, and while this is being taken away, fresh 
ore ground would, doubtless, be discovered. The actual gossan does not extend much 
below 10 or 12 fathoms from the surface in depth, but would exist in greater or less 
quantities along the length of the lode in every place where the formation is favour- 
able to its deposit; below this, the lode, as is customary beneath all gossans, begins 
to get closer, and as we find in the winze to the north of Basset’s shaft the “‘ galena”’ 
begins to make its appearance.

From Australia, we have news to Aprill10. The Commission appointed 
to report upon the laws and regulations in force in the gold fields, their operation, and 
the expediency of extending the franchise to the miners, had published their report. 
The subject of the mineral resources of the colony was incidental, and upon this point 
the information is valuable. It is a well-known fact that there was a diminution of 
gold from 14,866,799/. in 1852, to 8,770,796/. in 1854, which, the miners explained to 
the committee, arose from the auriferous drifts originally discovered having been much 
richer than those morerecently found, and that the diminution would have been much 
«reater had not machinery been extensively employed In puddling machines com- 
merce was represented to the annual amount of half-a-million, and even on the par- 
tially exhausted gold fields the yield was estimated at 2 ozs. of gold per day to four 
men, or 378. per day each man. 

The Commission are of opinion that there is a strong probability of a continued de- 
crease in the production from the auriferous drifts ; but anticipate a new era from the 
quartz rocks, when worked on mining principles. 

The Commission report that the miners have entertained a great prejudice against 
companies of capitalists establishing machinery on the gold fields, but these prejudices 
are not so prevalent as formerly, and are disappearing wherever machinery has been 
introduced ; and they recommend a system of leases, of one-eighth of a mile in length, 
of quartz veins to each company, say for a period of five years, at a rental of 100/, to 
250/. a year as amaximum, In this way also mills might be established, at which the 
quartz raised by the miners might be crushed and amalgamated for them, on terms 
mutually advantageous. The Commission likewise recommend leases of newly pro- 
spected grounds, in ions not ding 80 acres, for periods of 14 years, at not less 
than 5/. per acre, and that worked-out gold fields should be let in portions of five or 
ten acres, at 10/. to 207. per acre, according to auriferous quality.

Werribee. The former was 30 miles, and the latter 50 miles distant from Melbourne. 
About 1500 men were said also to be working and doing well on the Plenty Ranges. 
Anderson’s Creek had been deserted. Latterly, the diggings there were working on 
the bed of the Yarra, and were liable to be swamped at any moment by a rise in the 
river. mJ had e to the Caledonian digg.ngs, where the facilities were greater. 
The new gold field near Geelong was at Steiglitz Forest, 20 miles from that town. 
Favourable reports had likewise been received of the gold field at Mount Ararat, in 
the western district. There were no Government escorts from any of thesenew gold 
fields, and very little information had been received respecting their extent 
and Fae ogee capabilities.

The CuarrMan : It now becomes my duty, which can be quickly disposed of, to pro- 
pose the adoption of the report and accounts. When I last stood before you, I gave you 
a short history of the Waller Gold Mine, and stated that I hoped by the time we 
next met the returns would enable me to propose a dividend out of realearnings. We 
have not met so soon as I expected, but you have now the means at your command to 
convince yourselves that the mines are of the most prosperous character. During 
the last winter we bad, but it was only the common fate of mining undertakings in 
their infancy, met with delays and disappointments; and the result of our whole 
workings is that we are now in a position to fulfil our promise of a dividend.

REPORT OF THE CONSEIL, 
The conseil has the honour to submit to the meeting the following report :—The 
committee appointed by the general conseil of surveillance in Paris, under the 27th 
article of the statutes, to attend specially to the affairs of the company in London, have 
met regularly there during the past year once a month, to examine the accounts sub- 
mitted by the gerant, and to superintend the execution of the statutes of the company. 
The report which has just been read to you by the gerant has been first duly submitted 
to us, according to the statutesof thecompany. The accounts and balance-sheet sub- 
mitted to your approbation have been found in conformity with the written accounts 
of the company. The conseil has thus fulfilled the duty confided to it by the statutes 
of the pany. If the should not appear sufficiently clear to the share- 
holders, they are requested to ask the necessury explanation. The conseil cannot close 
their report without referring to the report of the gerant relative to the Chancery 
a pea. in the English courts of law, instituted by a small section of the share- 
olders, without any sufficient ground for so doing. These proceedings have impeded 
the operations of the gerant duringthe past year, and have been very injurious to the 
interests of the shareholders; they may, however, rely on the conseil, so far as they 
can, protecting their intereets to the utmost, by opposing the proceedings of the par- 
ties instituting the legal proceedings. In other respects the working of the company 
has been carried on in South Australla with success, and the results may be looked 
upon as likely to prove highly satisfactory. 
The reports and balance-sheet were adopted, and a resolution passed, strongly con- 
demning the Chancery proceedings referred to in the reports, and authorising the 
gerant to defend the shareholders.

A special meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on 
Monday, Capt. James Barner in the chair, 

Mr. Georce Hvupson (the secretary) having read the notice convening the meeting, 
The Cratnman said he would proceed at once to business, and as they were all prac- 
tical business men he should not detain them by making observations, but read the 
report, which, although very short, he hoped would be considered very full.

The 50,0002. subscribed will be required tocarry out the contract at present entered into 
with the municipal authorities under the directions of the Governor-General in Coun~ 
cil. Your directors are of opinion that the time has arrived for negociations with 
the Governments at Madras, Bombay, and Agra, in order to secure from them privi- 
leges and immunities similar to those which have been granted to this company by 
the authorities in Calcutta. Should contracts which your directors can recommend 
to the shareholders be the result of tlfese negociations, your executive will at once 
proceed to carry out the undertaking, as it may be, under one or other of the Go- 
vernments ; but the directers wili not enter into any contract unless it presents un- 
deniable evidence that the outlay will be profitable to the company. To make the 
preliminary surveys and estimates will require an expenditare, and it is to provide 
the necessary funds, and ultimately capital, that the directors now ask the sanction 
of the shareholders to issue 50,000 additional shares of 1/. each, on which they pro- 
pose at present to make a call of 2s. per share, giving the pre-emption to the holders 
of original shares. 

The Cuatmman said, the report was short, but, as he had before remarked, he hoped 
it was full and clear. He had no further observation to make, and would simply 
move that it be received and adopted, when, if any questions were asked, he should 
be, as he always had been, ready to answer them frankly, and to the best of his ability. 

Mr. Brown (a director of the European Gas Company) seconded the resolution. 

A Prorrirror said, there was an impression out of doors that it might not be po- 
litic to attempt to light some of the other presidencies, and should, therefore, be glad 
of some information as to what the directors intended to do, and the ground to be 
occupied. Some persons were of opinion they ought not to light Madras, 

The Cuarrman replied, that when the company was originally formed they had

To effect this it was necessary, in the first place, to have several interviews 
with the Chairman and Deputy-Chairman of the East India Company, who were of 
opinion the capital was insufficient. He had then to satisfy them of the respectabi- 
lity of the proprietary, and to assure them, if they would grant the immunities and 
privileges they were seeking, that gas should be introdu into any part of India, if 
thought to be profitable to the shareholders. After baving satisfied the East India 
Company, they promised to recommend us to the Supreme Government of India, to 
render us every assistance in their power. At that time it was not sufficiently clear 
how far gas ae would be profitable in India, but if they could satisfy themselves 
that it would be remunerative, they were morally bound to invest further capital in 
extended 6perations. 

Mr. Masson wished to know whether the 2s, would cover all expenses ?

>A_THE “SALVADOR HOUSE” MANAGEMENT. 
In the Vice-Chancellors’ Court, on Tuesday, Mr. Malins and Mr. Roxburgh ap- 
peared in support of a motion, on the part of Mr. Matthews, by which it was asked 
that Messrs. Betteley and others, who were the committee of management of the 


Drake Walls miaing Comesns, wwting a mine in the parish of Calstock, in the county 
of Cornwall, might be restrained by injunction from dealing with the funds or pro- 
perty of the company in their hands, or under their controul, without first repaying 
to the plaintiff the money paid by him in respect of certain bills drawn by him, as in 
the bill mentioned, and fora receiver. It appeared that the company was constituted 
on the Cost-Book Principle, and according to certain regulations under which Mr. 
Matthews, the plaintiff, who resided at Tavistock, became the purser, and Mr. Stainsby, 
residing in London, became the treasurer; and it was provided that noperson except 
the committee, and persons acting under their order, should draw or accept any bill 
whereby the shareholders or the stock of the company should become liable to be at- 
tached. The mine was formed in the pe 1845, and from that time until recently its 
affairs bad been carried on prosperously. From 1845 down to recently the plaintiff, 
as the purser, paid the labour costs, and drew bills on Mr. Stainsby for the amount. 
The entries of the expenses incident to these bills formed items from time to time in 
the company’s accounts, and the abstracts of such accounts were annually passed at 
the meetings of the shareholders. Ultimately two bills of 10002, each were dishonoured 
by Mr. 8 , in February and March of the present year, and Mr. Stainsby be- 
came bankrupt. The plaintiff then claimed to have the amounts of the dishonoured 
bills paid to him, or rather a balance of about 1300/., which, after certain deductions, 
‘remained due. The plaintiff’s counsel claimed that the plaintiff was entitled toa lien 
upon the funds of the company to reimburse the plaintiff, and asked for an injunction 
in the above terms. 

Mr. Bacon, Mr. Giffard, and Mr. Fookes, for the defendants, the committee of ma- 
nagement, submitted that the course of conduct adopted between Mr. Mathews and 
Mr. ey! was one for their own accommodation merely ; that it was entirely pro- 
hibited by the terms of the constitution of the company ; that there were always funds 
sufficient to meet the labour costs; that the plaintiff’s conduct was unauthorised and 
unjustifiable as against the great body of the shareholders ; and that, consequently, he 
alone ought to bear the loss of his own unauthorised conduct. . 

The Vice-Chancellor said the equity of the plaintiff's case was very peculiar, being 
that of a lien upon the funds of the company, arising out of the clause in the terms of 
constitution, giving him a lien for all sums expended for the purposes of the company. 
The defence was that the course of proceeding had been irregular, but the defendants 
could not, after an acquiescence of nine years, sustain such a defence. It was also 
said that the plaintiff had no demand except against Stainsby himself, but he thought 
that the course of conduct had been sanctioned by the company, and that the plaintiff, 
who had actually expended the money he sought to recover, was entitled to recover 
it against the company. The only question remaining was, whether the plaintiff was 
entitled in the lien which be sought, ond he thought that he had such lien. Heshould, 
therefore, make an order that there appearing to be due to the plaintiff the sum of 
13002. in respect of principal, interest, and expenses on the two bills, an injunction 
should issue to restrain defendants from dealing with the funds, except for the pur~ 
pose of paying the amount due to the plaintiff, and he should appoint a receiver.

The 
working cost, &c., amounted to 24,215,341 frs. == 968,613/. The mean, price realised 
was 10 irs, 39 centimes (or nearly 8s. 4d,), whilst the cost was 8 frs. 75 centimes, 
showing a profit of 1 fr. 64 centimes per ton. In 1853 the production was 2,500,000 
tons, or 166,538 tons less than in 1855: 56 mines have been in operation, and 26 in- 
active ; 126 shafts have been used for the extraction of the coal, 30 bave been held in 
reserve, and 17 were in course of construction ; 130 drawing engines, 43 pumping en- 
gines, and 61 for ventilating purposes, have becn in use, representing an aggregate 
power of 11,183 horses, These, with 398 horses, 15,164 underground workmen, and 
4103 men at surface, have composed the staff and materiel for the colliery operations 
of the district. The capital invested being 50,000,000 frs., the average profit is 9 per 
cent, on such capita’, being 5 per cent. more than ip 1853. It is the first time that so 
advantageous a result has been obtained, but it appears that there are prospects of 
maintaining the present favourable position, by proceeding with a fair amount of 
prudence. Ina great part of France, and especially in Normandy and Rouen, Belgian 
coals have replaced, in a large proportion, the English ; because, in consequence of 
Rreatly increased rates of freight, resulting from the war, they cannot be obtained at 
the same price; but this must be looked upon as an exceptional market, which will 
cease with the war.

Those gentlemen who are known to have been the promoters of the bill 
for rating all mines to the support of the poor, recently withdrawn, her 
assure those who Were in favour of, as well as those who were opposed to 
that measure, that its withdrawal did not arise from any difference, even 
the slightest, between them, as to the principle proposed by it of rating the 
lords’ dues. It will be observed that they further intimate that difficulties 
did suggest themselves as to the mode of carrying out the measure, and 
that they, seeing that there was scarcely any chance of the bill passi 
during the present session, deemed it prudent to consent to its withtrawal 
They declare, however, their desire to consult the various large interests 
involved in mining operations, with the view of bringing forward early 
in the next session such a measure as would best meet the difficulties by 
which the question is surrounded. 

We freely admit that the promoters of the measure have thus acted 
fairly towards the mining community : our anticipations have, however, 
proved correct, that the project was far from being abandoned ; on the con- 
trary, this communication may be considered an divest notice that the pria- 
ciple of rating all mines will be steadily persevered with, and that thede- 
tails of the plan are the matters mainly to be.considered. Those who feel 
interested in opposing the rating of mines cannot hereafter complain of 
being taken by surprise, and we earnestly entreat them not to sleep over 
the question in the interval, which must occur between the close of the 
present and the commencement of the next session of Parliament. As 
the mining interests are so widely spread over distant parts of the country, 
and as their ramifications are very varied, we would re¢ommend assovia- 
tions to be formed to open communications on the subject with the dif- 
ferent districts, so that any strong remonstrances against the intended 
measure, from whatever quarter they may come, may be sustained by well- 
collected evidence, und that the bill may not be hereafter forced upon the 
Legislature, against the clearly exp wishesand feelings of the country. 








“The Bill,” as amended in committee and on re-commitment, ‘to Amend 
the Law for the Inspection of Coal Mines in Great Britain,” has just been 
printed, and we regret to observe that it is still open to very many of the 
objections which we have from time to time pointed out. It is useless, 
we fear, during the present session, to hope for perfect legislation on the 
subject; we may, however, look forward to future improvements. We 
now publish the material alterations which have been introduced, and 
many of which can, we fear, be directly traced to the parliamentary i 
fluence of the coal proprietors. The provisions regulating general rules 
to be observed in all collieries, and the mode of framing special rules to 
be applicable to separate coal mines, necessarily constitute important 
features in the bill, and to these we direct attention. The 4th section of 
the bill, as it now stands, is as follows :— 

IV. The following rules (hereinafter referred to as the general rules) shall be 0b- 
served in every coal mine and eolliery by the owner and agent thereof : 

1, An adequate amount of ventilation be constantly produced at all collieries, 
to dilute and render harmless noxious gases to such an extent as that the vous 
places of the pits and levels of such collieries shall, under ordinary cireumstances, 
in a fit state for working.

“ Since the first appearance of this work in November 1854, and even since the issue 


the market for such investments generally has become more buoyant. The establish- 
ment of an exchange in London, where business in the shares of legitimate under- 
takings can be transacted under strict regulations, will, if properly conducted, and 
managed with energy and impartiality, tend ont to promote a more favourable 
and just appreciation of sound mine investments. It is not to be expected that such 
an institution should at once meet every requirement, but if it is supported as it ought 
to be by all who really desire to ameliorate the present state of things, it will be en- 
abled to gradually adopt other improvements, which will be more practicable as they 
are undertaken with caution, and after time and experience have prepared the way for 
their reception, by the firm establishment of previous arrangements. 
In the first chapter of this book I drew attention to the indiscriminate and unjust 
manner in which mining, and every one connected with it are condemned, by persons 
who either are ignorant of the circumstances on which they blindly pass judgment, 
or who do not reflect for a moment on the effect of their remarks. lLalso referred to 
the disgraceful proceedings among bankers and merchants which frequently come be- 
fore the public, and I asked why all mining should be depreciated for the errors and 
faults of some, while banking and commerce should remain unscathed by any amount 
of roguery and deception. One need not go so far back as the dates of the frauds and 
forgeries of Fauntleroy, Rowland Stephenson, and others, for the events of the last 
few months will, I think, add considerable force tothese enquiries. I need only point 
to the failures of Messrs. Cole Brothers, Messrs. Davidson and Gordon, and Messrs. 
Strahan, Paul, and Bates, to show that English merchants and bankers, holding an 
influential position in the eyes of the world, can at the same time, be carrying on an 
extensive system of unmitigated fraud, the results of which are the more disastrous 
from the large power at their command, involving immense sums, and great numbers 
of persons in ruin ; as a public writer observes with regard to the late banking failure 
it ‘* discloses as heartless and systematic a course of swindling transactions as can well 
be conceived.” The total sum which the three firms named bave defrauded their 
clients of would be sufficient to legitimately develope at least 100 mines, but if a dozen 
people lose a few hundred pounds each by a mine (and it is immaterial whether they 
do 80 oe unfairly), they at once stamp the whole business asa deception. Now, 
my intention is by no means to attempt to excuse the doings of unprincipled persons, 
who may make mining schemes the medium of accomplishing their objects, but [must 
claim common justice and impartiality for the mining interest. There are,no doubt, 
many bankers and merchants who would be very indignant, and would feel severely 
the injustice, if the whole of their class were to be regarded with continual suspicion, 
and if banking and commercial pursuits were to be looked upon as only other terms 
for everything that is bad. Such, however, is the view which many take of mining ; 
and let me remind such persons, that there are among those connected with that most 
important branch of national industry as large a proportion of honourable and re- 
spectable men as there are among bankers and merchants, or any otherclass. There 
is far too great a disposition zmong some people to look at every proceeding in mining 
with suspicion, and to be quite unscrupulous in their remarks upon every point that 
may arise, rashly attributing the most unworthy motives in every case where the re- 
sults do not quite correspond with the expectations at first entertained. I have known 
men of the highest honour, and of great practical avility, pressed for their opinions 
upon the prospects of a mine, and who have given their views unreservedly, accord- 
ing to their ientious belief, f led upon the appearances at the time, but when 
unforseen changes have taken place in the character of the lode and strata, or other 
circumstances may have oceured, which, perhaps, only delayed the anticipated good 
results, I have heard these men most undeservedly blamed in the most unmeasured 
terms for having misled, &c. 
I have alluded in several places to the want of capital, as one of the cbief, if not the 
main cause of so many failures in mining, and leannot dwell upon this point too much. 
There is scarcely a dividend mine that has not been abandoned at least once, from the 
want of spirit in the first instance to advance the requisite capital to carry itout. Some 
persons embark in a mine, and by the time about 60002, has expended (the 
greater part most likely in the necessary hinery and preliminary works), they are 
much disappointed if profits are not realised, although with the greatest energy and 
expedition only about 20 to 30 fms. from surface may have been reached. It may be 
that the lode promised, from its appearances at surface, to be unusually productive at 
a comparatively shallow depth, but if it should turn out not quite so rich near the 
surface as expected, it is at once condemned, and abandoned as a failure. Other par- 
ties, with more correct and comprehensive views, then continue the operations, hav- 
ing the advantage of the work already done, and of course reap the success to which 
their spirit and perseverance entitle them. The history of nearly every one of the 
many successful mines, shows it to have been worked bv successive companies before 
it became profitable, proving the opinions of the advisers of the original proprietors 
to have been correct, although in some cases, at the time of the abandoment, they 
were no doubt regarded as nothing better than swindlers. I must say, however, that 
the public are beginning to take more legitimate views of mine investments, and more 
capital is gradually being applied to them. 

Of course, in the remarks I have here considered it my duty to make, I do not wish 
it to be understood that I deny the existence of many irregularities in the p 
ings of some persons connected with mining, as in all other pursuits, but, as a public 
writer bas lately observed, ‘ the failures, frauds, breaches of trust, and forgeries that 
have occurred during the last two years, have affixed such a strain upon the mercan- 
tile honour of England, as demands the strenuous co-operation of every honest man, 
jealous of the reputation of his country, to assist in effacing; and no better proof of 
these being exceptional cases can be afforded to foreigners than by the posing of 
severe sentences.’ So in the same strain, I would call upon every one anxious toim- 
prove the position of British mining to assist, as far as he — can, to expose and 
punish every instance of fraud and wilful deception, and I hope that the committee of 
the new Mining Exchange will use sufficient energy and firmness in prosecuting and 
= such cases, aided and supported by the members gen: » and by the 
public,

~*~ NOVELTY IN THE STEAM-ENGINE, 
The term “novelty,” as applied to improvements, additions, and altera- 
tions in the various parts of the steam-engine, may not carry with it much 
weight, as, since the first tangible application of steam to the raising of 
water by Savery, in 1702, and the growth and progress of the steam- 
engine, by Otto Guericke, Papin, Newcomen, Leupold, Smeaton, Watt, 
and their successors, up to the present period, not a month has elapsed 
without some attempt at “ novelty,” or improvement, in the principle or 
details, good, bad, or indifferent—scientific, unscientific, or ridiculous. 
From the simple single-cylinder atmospheric engine emanated the double- 
cylinder, working alternately ; then came high-pressure steam, acting on 
each side of the piston, in fixed cylinders; numerous have been the at- 
tempts to produce a direct rotatory engine, without any very successful 
results; and, lastly, we have the oscillating cylinder engine, for certain 
operations, perhaps, the most correct of all; while the suggestions, in- 
ventions, and mutilated adoptions, in valves, gearing, parallel motions, 
condensation, and all the minor details of the working parts, are truly 
beyond comprehension. 
On the present occasion, however, we assure our readers that we are 
calling their attention tovno common “ novelty.” The engine under no- 
tice is one recently patented by Mr. Richard Peters, engineer and mill- 
wright, Union-street, Borough, and most beautifully and truly combines 
the reciprocating and rotatory engine in one motion, The arrangement 
consists in a double-cylinder, cast in one piece, with its covers, pistons, 
valve-box, piston-rods, &c., fitted in the usual manner, This double- 
cylinder is suspended on a main shaft, and freely revolves with it, the 
piston-rods, and consequently the stroke, being four times the length of 
radius of the crank, instead of only twice—the usual proportion. The 
shaft on which the crank is fixed is placed in such a manner that its centre 
of motion is eccentric to the shaft on which the cylinders are fixed, the con- 
necting-rod being attached to the crank-pin by means of a bush at its end, 
working in a transverse groove on the face of the double cylinder. The 
guide-rod works in a groove between the cylinders. : 
Supposing the down stroke to be made, the cross-head connecting the 
piston-rods will then be at the lowest point of the circle formed by the 
revolution of the cylinder; by the time the crank-shaft has made one re- 
volution, the up stroke will be made, and the cross-head will be at the top 
of the circle, Another revolution of the crank-shaft completes the down 
stroke, and the cross-head is brought to its original position. It will thus 
be seen that there is but one revolution of the crank for every stroke up 
or down, the common crank motion being one revolution for up and down 
stroke combined. By the arrangement under notice, a double amount of 
speed is obtained for a corresponding amount of power, as every stroke of 
the piston gives two revolutions of the crank, instead of one as by the 
usual means. This engine, we expect, will prove of incalculable advan- 
tage as applied to the screw-propeller, as also to many other operations 
where direct action and high velocities are required. The wear and tear 
must be exceedingly small, as the only part subject to particular friction 
is the bush on the crank-pin. The whole engine works smoothly, with- 
out vibration; the motion we believe to be entirely new; the cylinders 
themselves form the fly-wheel; while, in additien to its other advantages, 
there are no dead points, and so completely is it under controul, that on 
moving the reversing lever, the stoppage or reversion takes place instanta- 
neously. Sosimple and compact does the.whole appear, that we strongly 
recommend it to the attention of our engineering readers, satisfied that they 
will not feel the time misapplied which may be spent in its inspection. 





~~ on GUNPOWDER, AND ITS SUBSTITUTES. 


Dr. Gladstone, F.R.S., read a paper, at the Royal Institution, the object of which 
was to return an answer to a question which had of late been frequently proposed to 
him, and no doubt other chemists also :—‘‘ Cannot you now invent something much 
better than gunpowder? Are not some of your fulminating compounds much more 
powerful? Why should we still be using a substance which was discovered long be- 
fore chemistry was a science?” Dr. Gladstone stated that some of his friends had 
considered him peculiarly qualified to give a reply to the query, since he had analysed 
in turn the most terrible explosives with which modern society has made us ac- 
quainted ; yet he confessed he laboured under a disadvantage in having no practical 
acquaintance with gunnery, or even with those experiments by which the propulsive 
force of different explosives is tested. He could give no categorical answer to the pro- 
posed enquiry. He could point to no substance, and say of it, ‘‘ For the use in fire- 
arms, this is decidedly superior to gunpowder ;” nor was he willing to say, “‘ No, it 
is beyond the power of our science to invent anything better.” He was desirous of 
laying before the audience some of the principles upon which a judgement might be 
formed—of indicating the manner of investigation, as much as the results already ar- 
rived at. In so doing, he glanced first, in a cursory manner, at the various kinds of 
explosives with which chemists are acquainted. Any great and sudden increase of 
volume may give rise to the phenomenon designated explosion ; but such great and 
sudden increase never takes place by the mere dilatation of a solid or liquid body: it 
is always necessary that gases should be formed. The simplest form of explosion is 
when a liquid is suddenly converted into a gas, either by the removal of pressure, or 
by the bursting of the vessel in which it was contained, as illustrated by the 
“candle-cracker.” The enormous expansion of gas by the removal of pressure is 
taken advantage of for the projection of missiles in the air-gun, and in Perkins’s 
steam-gun. In these cases is no chemical change; but usually an explosion is 
the result of a rapid chemical action between the different constituents of « mixture, 
or chemical compound, by which substances are produced that oceupy a very much 
larger space than the original combination did, Such an explosion is always attended 
with heat, and general with light and noise. The substance exploded may be a mix- 
ture of two or more gases : for instance, if the fire-damp of the mines be set fire to in 
the air, it burns quietly with a luminous flame ; if, however, it be previously mixed 
with air, on ignited e passes instantly throughout the whole mass ; and 
if mixed with its volume of oxygen, this takes place with great violence and a 
loud One atom of carburetted combines with four atoms of oxygen 
to form carbonic acid and water, In this case, however, the produced by the 
explosion would actually have occupied less space than the erigipal mained gases, and 
& positive contraction would have ensued, had it not been for the high temperature 
at which they were formed, In order to obtain very great expansion, we must not 
with a gaseous mixture. Solid or liquid oxygen is a desideratum, but it can 
be procured in that condition only when in a state of combination. mg are seve- 
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com’ that ensued when wood was thrown into one of these salts in a fused con- 
dition, and to demonstrate the still greater effects that resulted when the alt and the 
combustible had been previously mixed, He then rapidly described the manufacture 
of gunpowder nitre, charcoal, and sulphur, and the different sd age of the 
three ingredients that are employed in different countries. In exploding, gunpow- 
der produces car acid and nitrogen gases, and pe of jum, which is 
also dissipated by the great heat evolved, and if it reach thé air is converted into sul- 
phate of potash, giving rise to the white amoke that follows the explosion. Besides 
these gases, some others are always produced in small and varying quantity. By 
burning a fuse under water these gases were exhibited. It is snp that, at the 
moment of explosion, the heated gases occupy fully 2000 times the volume of the ori- 
ginal powder.

seribed explode too rapidly, and produce a very powerful tocal effect. If employed in 
fire-arms they would tear or strain the gun, and not propel the ball any great -dis- 
tance, Gunpowder, if tightly compressed, as in a fuse, or a port-fire, burns compa- 
ratively slowly ; the necessary rapidity of explosion is given to it by granulation ; 
and this can be modified according as the different purposes for which it is manufac. 
tured require, Supposing an explosive to have the necessary propulsive power, a 
very important quality is safety—safety in the process of manufacture, and initssub- 
sequent keeping and handling. This practically excludes the use of all those com- 
unds which are exploded by a blow. Gunpowder requires a temperature of 600° 
jh, to ignite it; and this gives it a oo advantage over gun-cotton, which is fired 
by a heat not much exceeding that o boiling-water. The comparative difficulty of 
exploding gunpowder was exhibited by setting fire to some ether round about a por- 
tion of it, which remained unaffected in the middle of the large flame ; and by ignit- 
ing a piece of gun-cotton without firing the little heap of powder on which it rested. 
Gunpowder may even be sprinkled on the top of gun-cotton, and the latter may be 
exploded, and cause the scattering of the black grains unaltered. It isa desideratum 
that the explosive shou!d not be injured by wetting. In this respect gunpowder fails, 
while gun.cotton, and several of the substances previously mentioned, suffer no injury 
by being soaked in water and dried again. Good gunpowder, however, is not mate- 
rially affected by the ordinary damp of the atmosphere. Nitrate of soda, though it 
contains a much larger amount by weight of gas-forming constituents, cannot be sub- 
stituted for nitrate of potash in the manufacture of sunneoter, partly because the re- 
sulting mixture is hygroscupic. The complete combustion of an explosive is another 
desideratum. In oe cannon, a’considerable portion of the charge of gunpowder is 
always lost, by being blown, out unburnt; but this is the case to a much greater ex- 
tent with gun-cotton, as was experimentally demonstrated. It is important, also, in 
respect to fire-arms, tliat the products of combustion should not foul nor corrode the 
piece. Gunpowder leaves a considerable residuum, which has to be sponged out af- 
terwards, but it is an alkaline salt, and has little effect upon metal. Gun-cotton, on 
the contrary, les.ves no residuum ; but the piece remains filled with the highly cor. 
rosive red nitrous fames, which have an acid reaction, Cheapness is, of course, an 
important element in comparing the practical value of different explosives; but the 
calculation must be made not according to the weight, but according to the propul- 
sive force of the various substances. This review of the qualities requisite in an ex- 
Eure shows that gunpowder is admirably suited to such a purpose, on account of 
ts great propulsive power with little local strain, its great safety, both in manufac. 
ture and use, and its cheapness. It hastwo disadvantages ; its being spoiled if wetted, 
and its leaving after explosion a quantity of solid matter. It is evident that most of 
the fearfully explosive substances with which chemistry has made us acquainted, are 
perfectly inapplicable to the projection of balls. Mixtures containing chlorate of 
Potash, though good in some respects, are dangerous. Gun-cotton is the only snb- 
stance that puts forth just now any great pretensions as asubstitute for gunpowder ; 
its propulsive force is somewhat about three times that of an equal weight of powder, 
and it has some other advantages, coupled, however, with scrious disadvantages. 
The Austrian Government has lately put it very fully to the test of experiment; and 
that they have been to some extent satisfied of its value isattested by the fact thataconsi- 
derable number of eannon, of great thickness of metal about the breech, bave been formed 
por ne | with the object of employing it. It is said to be a modification of gun- 
cotton which is used; and the speaker thought it most probably was either a lower 
substitution product of cotton, or a mixture of ordinar gun-cotton with some other 
substance. In England, experiments have sometimes been made with this material, 
and it is said to have been employed with advantage for filling shells at the siege of 
Moultan ; but on account of the many accidents that have occured with it, it finds 
little favour at present with our military authorities. Dr. Gladstone concluded by 
stating that, though he considered war under any circumstances to be a fearful evil, 
oy he wished he could point out a still more efficient explosive than gunpowder ; for 
e believed that to render war a more certain game tended to indispose men to engage 
init. He was glad to be able to state that the Government had lately organised the 
means of examining the merits of every suggested improvement, and that the ap- 
Pointed parties were now actively engaged in the investigation. At present there ap- 
pear two improvements in the art of war, in which chemical science may be of ser- 
vice; the one in making shells which shall burst upon striking —about which there is 
no chemical difficulty ; the other in charging shells with substances that will give 
forth quantitiesof poisonous gas; a subject which has lately attracted much attention. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that not — aa, but also chemical science, will 
soon furnish us with improvements on the present means of carrying on the war in 
which we are now engaged.

The value of 115,520 tons of copper ore, at 15/. per ton, would be 1,732,800/.; and 
of 2429 tons of silver-lead ore, at 12/. per ton, 29,1487. ; making altogether a revenue 
Of 1,761,941. already derived from the mines in the colony.

Itshould 
be borne in mind that nothing approaching to a state of exhaustion has resulted from 
such extensive productiveness. The Burra Burra, which has yielded so large a pro- 
portion of the agrregate above-mentioned, is still rich in the quality of its ores, in its 
manifestly great productive capabilities, and in the prospective wealth which is more 
than likely to confirm the most flattering predictions of practical and scientific men ; in 
next week’s Journal we hope to find space for a very elaborate report of the entire pro- 
perty. The Kapunda ores have averaged full 21 per cent., and at this rate the produce

The meeting of the Mining Company of Ireland was held .this day [as 
reported in another column], and the report, as well as the chairman’s 
explanation, were considered quite satisfactory. As I ventured to state 
in a former letter, the mines were not at fault, but the unusual severity 
of the weather precluded operations; this fact, coupled with the low 
prices of lead, are quite sufficient to show the reason of the smaller divi- 
dend ; but, from the prospects now entertained, there is no doubt but that 
the current half-year will amply make up for the deficiencies of the last, 
though 10 per cent. is not a bad dividend on a winter’s working. 

Another action was brought against the Drogheda Railway Company, a 
few days since, by a gentleman of the name of Owens, a barony collector 
for Meath, who lost his situation from being unable to perform his du- 
ties, by reason of injuries received from the accident which took place in 
February last. He got damages for 300/., besides costs. 

I perceive that actions connected with the Royal Hibernian Mining 
Company are again brought into the English law courts. The proceed- 
ings in this company have been so often held up, and justly so, to public 
disapproval, that they call for but little attention at my hands, It is 
already well known that the directors reserved to themselves a moiety of 
the shares (50,000) as a compensation (so they stated in the original pro- 
spectus) for all the discoveries they made, and for the outlay in working 
the mines previous to the formation of the company, while only 6000 
shares, or less, were taken up by the public. As the company is now, 
however, defunct, or nearly so, I will leave it to its fate, in the hope 
that it will act as a warning to future adventurers; and I trust that when 
the market is completely cleared of all questionable schemes, the public 
attention and capital will find their way into the proper channels of mining 
enterprise, and be so directed as to cultivate mining, as a science which 
almost beyond all others confers the greatest amount of benefit on man, 
and his advancement in civilisation, 

The traffic returns on the Cashel Railway for the half-year ending 
the 30th June are 17,524/. in excess of the same period in 1854, and thus 
I am more than borne out in my remarks on this company some six weeks 
since; so that even if a 5 per cent. dividend be declared, there will still be 
a surplus of 50007. for other contingencies.

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Jury 5,—There seems to be great anxiety manifested with regard to the 
intentions of the ironmasters at the quarterly meetings as to the prices for 
the ensuing quarter, It is the opinion of the more influential ironmasters 
in Yorkshire and Derbyshire that an advance ought to be declared upon 


the present rates for manufactured iron. It is believed that the trade 
has so far improved as to warrant this step. If the decision, however, of 
the ironmasters at the preliminary meeting at Stewponey is to be regarded 
as the true opinion of the great majority of the trade, there appears no 
probability of any advance being obtained. There are two causes alleged 
for this step; the first, that the demand for manufactured iron was im- 
proving, but not to such an extent as to justify a declared advance of 
price; and secondly, that the unsettled condition of the trade, occasioned 
by the recent failures, and their ——— consequences, render any 
upward movement inexpedient. ‘The latter reason may very properly ap- 

to Staffordshire, but it certainly does not to Yorkshire or Derbyshire. 
The demand for manufactured iron is improving, and the prospects of the 
trade are more hopeful, Should no alteration in the rates take place, ma- 
nufactured iron will be quoted 8/, and other descriptions at propor- 
tionate rates. 

The receipt of favourable advices from America is giving a more cheer- 
ful tone to the Steel trade, but the improvement is only slow. Some de- 
scriptions of the Cutlery trades are better, and prices are steady. 

The Coal trade is dull, and the rates, in several instances, are reported 
to have been lowered. 








THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[PRom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM. ] 

Jury 5.—The past has been comparatively a blank week in commercial 
matters. We are now enjoying the usual calm after the storm, and can 
only hope it may continue for some time longer, to afford us time to for- 
get the wrecks we have had to report. Several private meetings have 


been held during the last few days, in connection with the recent failures, 
but, with the exception of one held at the Bankruptcy Court, in Spencer’s 
affairs, and another to enquire into the accounts of Mr. Haywood, of 
Derby, nothing has transpired relative to them. In the first of the above 
cases, the creditors accepted the offer of 2s, 6d. in the pound; and in 
Haywood’s case, it was ascertained that the debts are about 70,000/., but 
the assets cannot be known until the property is valued. Messrs. White- 
house, jun., of Hallam; Mundey, of Shipley; and Swain, of London, 
three of the principal creditors, have been appointed to examine the foun- 
dries, and report upon their value at another meeting, to be held on Mon- 
day week next. An offer of 10s, in the pound has been made by the soli- 
citor for the insolvent; and, with such wretched dividends as 2s. 6d. in 
the market, it is not likely to be rejected, The bank amalgamation move- 
ment, of which I have already apprised you, has not as yet been finally 
settled; but the negociations are pro; ressing, and will soon be closed. 

With respect to the trade, and its future prospects, little can be said. 
As you are aware, it was resolved, at the preliminary meeting, that 
prices should remain as they were; and I believe the demand for near] 
all descriptions of iron, since the meeting, has been such as to fully justify 
that decision. Some brisk orders for iron have been received at the large 
houses for America, and also for home consumption, and the hands are 
tolerably well employed ; but, until the quarterly meetings are over, and 
accounts settled, very little change for the better will be manifest. The 
first of these meetings will be held on Tuesday next, at Walsall ; the se- 
cond at bily tyne yr, on Wednesday; the third at Birmingham, on 
Thursday ; the fo at Stourbridge, on Friday; and the last at Dudley, 
on Saturday. There is considerable interest being felt as to the result of 
these meetings ; and as they are so close at hand, speculation is useless. 
I may say, however, that I have not heard of anything to indicate an un- 
favourable settlement of accounts in any quarter, and hopes ure enter- 
tained that we have seen the worst. Prices have been maintained during 
the week, and, with the present demand, so long as the stocks are kept 
within bounds, there is no necessity for selling at unremunerative and 
ruinous prices. 

In the Tin Trade, there seems to be increased activity, but the recent 
advance has been felt by the manufacturers as , and prejudi- 
cial to their interests; are, therefore, only purchasing for present use. 

The Copper Trade is also brisk; there is a good demand, with firm 
prices, and a tolerable supply in the market. 

In the Manufacturing ‘Trade gouty there is not much improvement 
to report since my last letter. e are certainly in a state of abeyance, 
and had it not been for the reduction of interest by the Bank of land, 
and corresponding diminution here, and incr accommodation, 1 fear 
the hands at many large works would be very badly employed. With the

exception of the direct advantages which many of our manufacturers deriy, 
from the production of fire-arms, &c., the war and its effects would |, 
severely felt here. There is considerable uneasiness and suspense {jt 
amongst all classes, and very little spirit for speculation. The retail trag 
throughout the district, owing to the exceedingly high price of provisions 
is very dull, and several interests depending upon the working classes ay, 
being completely ruined. 

A painful sensation has been caused in Tipton by another of thoseterribls 
boiler explosions, which are so fruitful in mischief, and against which jj 
would seem as if we are never tohave aremedy, The accident took place 
on Saturday, at the New Field Iron- Works, belonging to Mr, Frederick 
Giles, near to the Dudley Port Bridge, and was attended with the loss of 
three lives. The boiler, which was connected with two others, and used 
for the purpose, was of a cylindrical shape, about 20 ft. long and 6 ft, in 
diameter. It was heated by a puddling-furnace, the heat of which passed 
through the tubes of the tubular boiler, and thence into the stack, tha 
been put , new 18 months ago, and had been repaired four times since jts 
erection. But before the accident it was not, it is said, considered safe by 
some of the men, and when it burst the effect of the explosion was terrify, 
It appears that the slated roof over the furnaces, and which was supportei 
by cast-iron pillars, was completely carried away, and a large portion of 
the boiler rests upon the spot where the furnaces stood, but such was the 
force of the explosion that another portion, about 4 tons weight, was car. 
ried over the adjoining buildings, and fell into the canal, at a distance of 
about 100 yards, and bricks and other parts of the building were hurls 
half a mile. The accident fortunately occurred in the night time, whe 
most of the men were away, or many more lives must have been sacrificed, 
The cause of the accident is being enquired into by the coroner of the dis. 
trict ; and, after the old fashion, a verdict of ** Accidental Death” will 
be arrived at to-morrow evening. 

Mr. Samuel A, Goddard, of Birmingham, has (through Mr. G, Shay, 
Cannon-street) during the past week specified his patent for a new orin. 
proved fire-arm, a portion of which is applicable to ordnance. This in. 
vention consists—First, of a fire-arm, composed of a number of rifle, or 
other gun barrels, combined together by means of metallic bands passing 
around them, or by soldering, welding, bolting, or otherwise fastening 
them together. The barrels may either be parallel, divergent, or conver. 
gent: the inventor prefers, however, to place the barrels parallel when 
regarded in a vertical plane, and divergent when regarded in a horizoutal 
plane ; by these arrangements the projectiles discharged from the barrels 
may be directed on nearly the same horizontal line, but extended laterally, 
The touch-holes of the barrels are so connected together, that two or more 
nipples may discharge the whole of the barrels simultancously, or nearly 
so, The improved fire-arm is mounted upon a carriage, and turns upon 
trunnions, and is raised and lowered by a screw. Instead of the fire-arm 
being mounted on trunnions, it may turn upon a swivel. The carriage 
of the fire-arm is mounted upon wheels, and it may readily be moved upon 
a battle-field. In order to load the fire-arm, the inventor takes cartridges, 
prepared for use and placed in a cartridge box, consisting of a plate or disc 
of wood, having a series of holes in it, corresponding to the barrels of the 
fire-arm, so that when the cartridge box is presented to the open end of 
the fire-arm, the holes of the cartridge box coincide with the barrels, and 
the cartridges in the cartridge box are forced into the barrels, by means 
of a compound ramrod, consisting of a number of single ramrods, which 
pass through, and are guided in their motion by a fixed guide. Thecom- 
pound ramrod, when presented to the open ends of the cartridge box, force 
the cartridges from it to the breech end of the barrels of the fire-arm. 
The fire-arm is discharged by means of percussion-caps placed upon the 
nipples, which communicate with the barrels, and the caps are detonated 
by cocks orhammers. ‘This invention consisis—Secondly, in constructing 
the touch-holes of fire-arms and ordnance. The inventor makes the touch- 
holes by drilling vertical or horizontal holes through a series of barrels, 
and then connecting the barrels by nipples, similar to ordinary gun nlp- 
ples, but screwed at each end. Or, the touch-holes may be made by 
drilling holes, and driving or screwing perforated plugs therein, the per- 
foration being lined with platinum, or unlined. This plug, when not 
screwed, may be fastened by a short screwed plug, or by means of a strap 
on the top of the plug; when worn, the plug may be blown out, anda 
new one introduced. This part of the invention is applicable to ordnance, 
and when applied to ordnance it renders the spiking of guns ineffectual, 
as the plug in which the touch-hole is made can readily be blown out, and 
a fresh one introduced.
